Dansants in Union After 
Football Matches 



The Union House Committee had 
some interesting announcements to 
make in regard to the management of 
the Union Cafeteria and of the Union 
during the coming session. An im- 
portant innovation is to be introduced 
into the scale of prices at the cafeteria. 
Changes are to be made in the policy 
of the tuck shop in the lobby of the 
Union,,vWhile «onte ininor^ alterations 
in the interior arrangements of the 
Union building. - 

The Cafeteria, which proved ex- 
tremely popular last year, shotild re- 
ceive an even greater meastire of pat- 
ronage this year than was. vouchsafed 
the Union eating house in the past. 
Last year's policy of providing good 
meals'at good prices is to be continued, 
but in addition to the regular forty- 
five cent dinner which was so well pat- 
ronized last year, the committee has 
decided to provide a substantial meal 
at 33 cents, which it is hoped will 
prove attractive to many. It has not 
been found practical at present to 
open the dining room^on -the left of 
the lobby, as it is being used for the 
training table of the rugby teams. At 
a later stage, however, it is probable 
than an attempt will be made to utilize 
this room as a cafe with the assistance 
of student waiters; but for the pre- 
sent nothing definite has been decid- 
ed in this matter. 

The changes in the arrangements at 
the Union are not of the greatest im- 
portance. The cloak room to the left 
of the entrance has been replaced by 
an office for the conducting of club 
and undergraduate business, and a 
room on the lounge floor is being set 
apart as a retiring room, where one 
may retreat for the purpose of gain- 
ing the quiet necessary for study or 
writinf. Some important changes are 
being made in the policy of the tuck 
shop, and its scope is being materially 
enlarged so that it will now be "pos- 
sible to purchase pipes, toilet articles, 
candy and many other necessities in 
the Union itself. 

An interesting innovation in policy 
is being made by the house committee 
in a series of the dansants which it is 
proposed to hold in the Union after 
each of the big football matches. It 
has been long felt that some such op- 
portunity should be afforded the stud- 
ent of showing his joy or forgetting 
his sorrow after victory or defeat, 
while at the same time meeting social- 
ly the visiting rooters from Queen's 
or Varsity. 

Finally the Union House Committee 
wish to issue a word of warning. Last 
year several small articles were missed 
from the Union, someone in some in- 
stances going so far as to unscrew 
brass ash trays from the tables in the 
lounge. It is not expected that any 
such occurrence will be repeated this 
year, but steps have been taken to 
guard against any such contingency, 
and the most drastic steps will be tak- 
en against any offender.

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HOW ABOUT IT? 



The age old question of the proper status of first year men at 
college is again before us. The Freshman constitutes a problem that 
demands judicious, but none the less firm, handling. McGill shares, 
with other universities, the anitual friction and trepidation attendant 
Upon the autuinnal influx of new, stutkntsj what McGill does not have 
in common with our sister universities is the, heretofore, aimless and 
Hesitating manner in which this matter '[has i.been trciited. In recent 
years ^ye have borne "The Rush," the .kidtlapping of Freshmen and of 
the discomfiture caused the outside puhaic as inevitable accompaniments 
of ad.equate initiation by the Sophomoiws of their junior brothers. We 
have borne these williout a murmur. Then we have cast our eyes 
around to regard the Freshman, the reluctant centre of the commotion, 
to distinguish him from his tormentors, and we have failed in our 
endeavour. The person whom we IoqTk at first to be one making his 
initial appearance on the Campus, on further inquiry turned out to be 
a Graduate studying along the lines of botanical research. We had 
been curious; we were now frankly discouraged. 

It is deplorable, but it is a fact, that at McGill we have no means 
of recognizing the Freshman. The Freshman, likewise, has no identify- 
ing characteristic by which he may be made known to those others 
sitting at lectures for the first time. This is a circumstances that is 
pertinent to the wliole student body, hut one which has its adjustment 
delegated, by common consent, to the Sophomore years. Rectification 
lies with them. It is to our second ye;u- men that we must look for 
the innovation that is to alter this prevalent state of affairs. We would 
not urge them to go further- in the actual' inîtiatîqn than have former 
years; we would not ad\ocate any especial change in the accustomed 
"rtish" method of introducing Freshmen to McGill, but we would crave 
thë privilege of offering, with all deference, a suggestion: that this 
session the Sophomores take steps to make it compulsory for every 
Freshman to wear, for a certain period of a month- pr six weeks, a cap 
of suitable style, size and marking to effectually designate him as a 
ipstH^'car man to the rest of the college, and to the rest of his class. 
We would ask this, not only as an aid to the mass of McGill men, but 
lis a convenience to the Freshman.

Beautifully situated, one hundred 
and eighty miles north of Toronto on 
the shprcs of Lake Joseph in the chain 
of Muskoka lakes.. Elgin House proved 
to be ait ideal '.situation for a gather- 
ing of students from "the chief, eastern 
universities, such as that recently con- 
cluded. In additin to the advantage of 
its splendid situation, the conference 
house was equipped with all 'modern 
conveniences, and had excellent facili- 
ties for boating, swimming and tennis. 

The universities chiefly represented 
at the conference weirc the three prin- 
cipal castrn collges — McGill, Toronto 
'Varsity and Qucns, though a large de- 
legation was present from Western 
University of London. Individual re- 
presentatives had travelled from col- 
leges as widely separated as the uni- 
versities of Manitoba, Dalhousic, and 
British Columbia. 

The delegation from McGill was un- 
der the leadership of Mr. J. G. Mackay. 
The offices of voting delegates were 
held by Miss Mary Fry and Jim Ross, 
while Bob Hall and H. R. C. .\vison 
officiated on -the regional committee. 

All those from this university who 
had the privilege of going up to Mus- 
kokia felt keenly the influence of the 
spirit of enquiry and fellowship that 
made- itself manifest as the week wore 
on. The daily program 'was an at- 
tractive one from the intellectual, spir- 
itual and athletic viewpoint. Bible 
^tudy groups and forums on subjects 
of international statesmanship .were 
conducted during, thp mornings under 
the leadership of such well-known men 
as Canon Shatford, Dr. Sharman, Pro- 
fessor Hook, Dr. Roberts of the Am- 
erican Presbyterian Church, Mel. 
Staples, secretary of the U.F.O., Dr. 
Bland and others. The greater part 
of thç afternoons was set aside for re- 
creational or competjtive athletics. In 
order to mitigate intercollegiate ri^^alry 
and to enable everyone to get ac- 
quainted with students from other col- 
leges, the conference was divided into 
five tribes which entered into com- 
petition for athletic honours. A very 
successful regatta was held, at which 
very many interestiiig and amusing 
events were staged.. .Particularly popu- 
lar were the crab race, the gunwhale 
•race, the ladies' foursome, and the 
various swimming events. The ladies' 
canoe tilting tournament was watched 
with the greatest interest and applaud- 
ed vociferously. Inter-tribal baseball 
w^s also a feature of the week, in ath- 
letics, while the spring-board, the ten 
nic courts and the canoes were made 
use of to the utmost. 

Without a doubt, one. of the features 
of the conference from the viewpoint 
of those from M«Gill was the series 
of delegation meetings which were held 
directly after the evening meal. At 
these the question of the infliience of 
the Conference upon the individual. stu 
dent and upon the work of .the S. 
C. A. during the coming winter was 
freely discussed.' 

At these meetings, and at the even- 
ing addresses in tht chapel it seemed 
that one approached closer to the 
meaning of the work that the S.C.A. 
is doing in our college, and caught 
some Of the fire that will surely flame 
into, action in aome work of practical 
service ..at JlcGill this year. •

Training on College Paper 
. ' a Help 

The editorial office of a big city 
daily is rather a bewildering place to 
the uninitiated. The clanging of dif- 
ferent bells, the clatter of the type- 
writers, and the scurrying to and fro 
of the office boys, makes cool and logi- 
cal thought almost an impossibility. 
Tc the man who is absolutely green 
at the game the first days, or perhaps 
weeks, he spends there arc a slow and 
painful process of adjusting himself to 
his environment and of trying to un- 
derstand just what the editor and his 
assistants want. Certain more or less 
clearly defined standards must be ad- 
hered to and if the "story" of "the 
novice docs not .measitre- up to the re- 
quirements, the result \> a short but 
merry trip for it into the W.P.B. Of 
course, the editor is a busy man. al- 
most always he is doing two or three 
things at the same time, and he has 
no opportunity of telling the would- 
be repoiter in detail just what he is 
expected to do and how he is to go 
shout •}. The beginner must learn 
tl'.esc things by exercising his own 
wits, :.nd by keeping his eyes and ears 
open 

If the budding journalist has had 
some experience on a college paper, 
that, naturally, will be of some help 
to him, and settling down to the work 
cjf a city daily. The work on a college 
publication is, of course, not so inten- 
sive nor exacting as that on a larger 
paper, but still, the very fact that a 
man has had some experience in pick- 
ing out the salient parts of a soeech or 
a football game and in putting his 
stoiy into readabii; English, will help 
him ronsidcrably. generally, it takes 
vears to make a journalist, but train- 
ng on a college daily forms an ii- 
mirablc first step toward this goal.

A NEWJCHARTER 

Governors Will Be Those Of 
McGill 



The following announcement com- 
municated to the press by the office 
of the University will be of interest to 
the students of McGill: — 

"Royal Victoria College will assume 
its separated identity and corporate 
status on August 10, when the first 
meeting of the Board of Governors 
will be held immediately previous to a 
regular meeting of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of McGill University. This 
meeting will be held in accordance 
with the provisions of the royal char- 
ter recently granted by the King at 
the request of Baroness Strathcona 
and Mount Royal, daughter of the 
founder of the college. Lord Strathcona 
and Mount Royal. 

The governors of the Royal Victoria 
College arc those of McGill University. 
In both cases they are governors of 
the institutfons as members of the 
Royal Institution for the .Advancement 
of Learning, the name under which 
their official acts are recorded. The 
chairman of the Board of Governors 
of the Royal Victoria College will be 
Dr. E. W. Bcatty, K.C.. chancellor 
of McGill University and president of 
the Royal Institution. The vice-chair- 
man will be General Sir Arthur Currie, 
vice-chancellor of the University. 

Other officers of McGill University 
who will probably hold the equivalent 
positions in Royal Victoria College are 
Dr. John Ross, honorary treasurer and 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
and A. P. S. Glassco, secretary of the 
Royal Institution and Bursar of Mc- 
Gill University."

Gill, the University of Saskatchewiln; 
at Ssskafoon. and the University at 
Edmonton, arc the only universities of 
Canada which have compulsory phy- 
sical education for all students.

Charlie, the waiter's continued for- 
gctfulncss, and M. Chamut remaining 
ill his trance, all create such a humor- 
ously complicated situation that the 
sourest disposition cannot but respond 
with the heartiest laugh. The uproar 
of laughter hy the audience is a mark- 
ed tribute to the clever situation which 
is so ably worked up by the players. 

In the second act at Deanville, the

groom's old friend. M. Chamet! 
Madame . Chamet is a most charming 
hostess, distracted somewhat by the 
peculiar spells of illness of her hus- 
band.

The Chicago Daily News makes a 
remarkable grraphic editorial an- 
notincement of its publication of the 
German ex-Kaiser's Own Story of the 
War. It is an unusually fine literary 
performance.

The ex-Kaiser's Own Story. 

"The sacrifice was in vain" — Thus 
the ex-kaiser of Germany in his am- 
azing autobiography sums up the. re- 
sults of his abdication. 

That is only one of the innumer- 
able sententious judgements passed 
upon great events, upon annointed rul- 
ers, powerful statesmen and military 
commanders by the leading partici- 
pant in political affairs of Europe for 
a period of thirty crowded years. 

Not since Napoleon, exiled on St. 
Helena, dictated his autobiography 
has there been written a story of a 
career that can compare in importance 
with the story told by the ex-emperor 
no win exile at Doom. As a historic 
narrative it is of absorbing interest. 
Yet. like Napoleon's, it is replete with 
extraordinary mis-statements and 
weird misconceptions. It is, indeed, a 
piece of self-revelation that must make 
it a fascinating study for students of 
the mentality of men who have exer- 
cised large authority. 
■ Here for the first time the world is 
given an adequate opportunity to dis' 
cover the mental processes, the dom- 
inating opinions and the accepted mor- 
al guides to action that made William 
of Germany the overshadowing figure 
in European affairs during three 
spacious decades filled with significant 
events. 

What did William think of Bis 
marck, his imperial grandfather's 
iron chancellor, whose services he so 
soon dispensed with after he succeed 
ed to the royal and imperial' thrones 
of the .Hohcnzollerns? William tells 
you at the beginning of his memoirs. 
And starting at that turning point 
in the life of a gr«at and virile nation, 
he proceeds to relate his version of 
the developments that slowly but im- 
placably divided Europe -into two 
powerful anned camps and so pre^ 
pared it for the day when the nations, 
so aligned, suddently grappled in a ti 
tariic war. 

The recital gives in a long suc- 
cession of lightninglike flashes the 
vivid pictures of the crowned war 
lord who at a great moment of crisis 
spoke thç fateful word that set his 
perfectly appointed krtpies marching 
against Russia , and against France.

She is a graduate 
of the M.S.P.E., was formerly- on the 
staff of the Montreal High School and 
has lately been doing physical educa- 
tion work under the Y.W.C.A. in Bom- 
bay, India. 

Miss Christie is returning as musi- 
cian for the women's classes in physi- 
cal education.

The story of that abdication as told 
by William constitutes a narrative of 
peculiar interest. The most powarful 
of the rulers of earth is seen stand- 
ing dumfounded, abashed, alone, as if 
without a friend. The hesitations, the 
sudden rages, the crushing 'disillusion- 
ment of the imperial sacrifice, sternly 
warned by his chancellor to stay 
away from his armies, to stay away 
from the country over which he had 
ruled so many years, an Ishmaelite in- 
vited to flee for his life before the 
irresistible advance of his enemies — 
here is an ironic picture not easily 
matched in the pages., of history, 
though defeated and fugitive mon- 
archs are plentiful in those pages. 

V/hy did this deposed war lord, 
fallen like Lucifer, driven by his 
foes, rejected by his people, fail to 
commit suicide? William solemnly 
sets forth his reasons for choosing 
to remain alive. And then he goes 
on to tell what he thinks of the peace 
and of the present plight of Germany 
and he gives - his views of Woodrovc 
Wilson and the fourteen points and 
of the American people. He tells, in 
short, practically everything that you 
want to have him tell you. Some of 
his judgements are keen and sure. 
Some of them r are bizarre. Some of 
them are ludicrous. 

tl is a most revealing story. Its 
hero is William thé ex-Great Yet all 
its unique chapters, all its sketches 
of the characters apd the motives of 
men in places of powerfi all its gran- 
diose récitals of things achieved or 
attempted, recall Shakespeare's lines: 
"Gor God's sake, ' let us sit upon the 
ground 

And tell sad stories of the death, of 
kings." 

It is a sombre recessional at the 
close of the day of kaisers and czars, 
of royal dukes and serene highnesses 
of every degree. It is in its revela- 
tions of pompous futility a convincing 
demonstration of the sternal rightness 
of democracy. — Purdue Exponent.
